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Stassen Accuses Hall of 


Trying to Force Nixon 


On GOP Delegates 
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Says Ha Will 
Continue to Fight 
For Herter on Ticket 


WASHINGTON (IPI — Harold E. 
Stassen today accused Republican 
National Chairman 
Leonard W 
Hall of trying to force Vice Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon on the 
GOP national convention delegates 
without giving them a free choice. 
Stassen declared he will continue 
to Tight for Massachusetts Gov. 
Christian A. Herter as GOP vice 
presidential candidate despite Her- 
ter’s rug-pulling announcement in 
Boston today that he will formally 
put Nixon’s name in nomination 
at the convention opening in San 
Francisco Aug. 20. 
Rumors spread here that Stas­ 
sen would be fired or eased out 
as President Eisenhower’s disarm­ 
ament adviser. 
But White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hagerty 
said today he knew of no plans for 
Stassen to leave the government. 
Stassen served notice that he 
is continuing his dump-Nixon cam- 


Heller Says He 
Will Nominate 
Nixon for GOP 


BOSTON (Ut — Massachusetts 
Gov. Christian A. Herter said to­ 
day he will be “honored”, to nom­ 
inate Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon as President 
Eisenhower’s 
running mate at the Republican 
national convention. 
Herter, 61, 
said N i x o n "is 
pleased to have me do this.” 
The governor issued a statement 
in which he formally announced 
he would place Nixon’s name 
in 
nomination for re-election. It pre­ 
viously 
had been 
indicated 
he 
would hold a news conference to 
make the announcement. 
Herter’s statement said: 
‘‘Chairman 
Leonard 
Hall 
of 
the Republican National Commit­ 
tee has announced that I am going 
to nominate Dick Nixon far vice 
president at the Republican na­ 
tional convention. This is correct. 
“Dick Nixon and I have talked 
it over and I am honored that he 
is pleased to have me do this . . . 
“As an early supporter (rf Hie 
President I consider it a privi­ 
lege 
to make 
the 
nominating 
speech for this valuable member 
of the Eisenhower team.”

his life. The governor’s assistant

Only 24 hours before, Presiden­ 
tial Assistant Harold E. Stassen 
had put Herter 
“in the middle” 
by urging Republicans to dump 
Nixon in favor of the former Mas­ 
sachusetts congressman.

if President Eisenhower paid he 
would welcome a contest, Herter 
replied: 
“I would wait and see.” 
His first comment on Stassen’s 
statement was that he would “do 
anything

Stassen created a sensation Mon 
day by announcing he planned to 
campaign to get the vice presi­ 
dential nomination for Herter in­ 
stead of Nixon. 
He said polls 
showed that an Eisenhower-Herter 
ticket would run 6 per cent better 
than an Eisenhower-Nixon combi­ 
nation in November. 


“Save Your Seats” 


The White House moved swiftly 
to re-affirm its backing for Nixon. 
And there were widespread ru­ 
mors in Washington that Stassen 
would get the ax for creating a 
squabble in the President’s official 
family. 
But some observers saw strong 
arguments against the President’s 
firing Stassen. These included the 
fact that Stassen got—or thought 
he got—Mr. Eisenhower’s permis­ 
sion to speak his mind and that 
the former Minnesota governor had 
in no way broken with the admin­ 
istration on basic policy. 
Tuesday night-just 24 hours aft­ 
er Stassen had come out for Herter 
—Hall applied a large size pin to 
the trial balloon. 
He announced 
that Herter had agreed to put Nix­ 
on’s name in nomination at San 
Francisco.

Pineapple Plant Brings Bit of Tropia 
To Berfis Moye Home Near Wasson 


A bit of tropical plant life is 
growing at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bertis Moye, about a mile 
south and east of Wasson. 
A pineapple plant, strictly a na­ 
tive of the tropics, looks hale and 
hearty in the Moye front yard and 
has already produced one fruit and 
two more of the delicious fruits 
apparently are beginning to form. 
About two years ago Mr. and 
Mrs. Moye visited in Florida and 
were impressed by the pineapple 
and other southern plants and up­ 
on their return home it was decid­ 
ed to attempt to grow pineapple. 
Mrs. Moye said the entire core 
was planted, per instructions re­ 
ceived in Florida, and after a slow 
start, finally began to grow and 
now is a fine, large healthy look­ 
ing plant. 
The first fruit appeared some­ 
time back and just a few days ago, 
when the pineapple was approx! 
mately three-fourths full size, it 
fell from the plant during a high 
wind. 
The Moyes have given the plant 
extra special attention. It is grow­ 
ing in a large container and dur­ 


ing the winter months is carried 
in the house and placed at a west 
window to get the full benefit of 
the sun. 
In the summer months 
the plant is left out of doors. 
Another southern plant, a grape­ 
fruit tree, hasn’t done so well. A 
seed was planted in a bucket and 
quickly began to grow, but hasn’t 
developed into anything resembl­ 
ing a tree, but looks more like a 
vine. And -a third plant, described 
by Mrs Moye as “just some Florida 
foliage” looks healthy enough and 
apparently will grow in this cli­ 
mate, as long as it is carefully 
tended. 
But the pineapple plant ii the 
pride and joy of the Moye house­ 
hold. The pineapple that was blown 
off the plant is kept in the house 
for all to see and the sweet odor 
of pineapple is throughout the 
home. 
With a lot of care and attention, 
the Moyes have transplanted a bit 
of the tropics to their home not 
far from Wasson.

Also, he said the state has a 
“ pre-qualifying system before a 
contractor can bid” on road con- 
| tracts. 
He said the pre-qualifying sys­ 
tem requires contractors to file 
with the highway Division com­ 
plete and affidavited reports on 
their 
financial 
condition, 
their 
equipment, experience and other 
factors that would affect their abil­ 
ity to carry out a contract. 
Bartelsmeyer said this statement 
is then “evaluated” by the High­ 
way Division and on the basis el 


this evaluation, a contractor is giv 
en a “rating to do a certain amount 
of work or get a certain amount” 
of road contracts. 
He said new contracting firms 
are checked especially carefully 
and that the background of out of- 
state contractors is checked in oth 
er states where they have done 
work. 
“ Most of the people who do work 
for jus are old established firms,” 
he said. 

John Stoddart at 
Springfield and Clifford Raemer 
at East St. Louis joined Tieken in 
statements about the reports of 
gangster attempts to get into the 
road program.

If there is one thing that most 
Americans would agree they don’t 
want in their politics, it is the idea 
that they should be influenced in 
their decisions by the attitudes of 
other nations—or political parties 
owing allegiance to other nations.

again. This time it was some mis­ 
guided individuals either on or 
directing the staff of the Smuts 
Republican Policy Committee. 
The committee prepared a mem­ 
orandum which declared that the 
Communists want a Democratic 
victory in the American elections 
this November. The memo refer­ 
red to various newspaper articles 
in substantiation. 
This was a sad mistake, and man

When the late Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt was seeking a third term fat 
1940, the unfortunate cry went up 
from such associates of his as Hen­ 
ry Wallace that “Hitler want* Win­ 
kle.” The only meaning this could 
have had was that it would then 
have been unpatriotic to vote Re­ 
publican. 
What really was unpatriotic was 
the arrogant notion that in pick­ 
ing a President we should be con­ 
cerned in any way with what Hit­ 
ler desired. 
Four years later, though we were 
in a war in which Russian Com­ 
munists were our allies, a cam­ 
paign effort was made to tar Mr. 
Roosevelt 
with 
the Communist 
brush in hope it would defeat him. 
In 1956, as in 1940 and 1944 and 
all other times, we do not cart 
what the 
Communists hero or 
abroad want to have happen in 
our polling booths. 
We are not 
concerned what any foreign pow­ 
er, friendly or hostile, wants here. 
We choose a President to please 
ourselves. We cannot be affected 
if the choice we make is said also 
to please outsiders whom we dis­ 
trust. That is just too bad. Nor 
can we be upset if a decision we 
make is displeasing to others. 
The men who suggest we ahould 
give a second’s thought to how out­ 
siders or subversives regard our 
presidential candidates simply do 
not understand the United States 
very well. 
We aren’t any more concerned 
with what the Reds (bink of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower or Adit!

A group of co-eds et the Univer­ 
sity of Cincinnati hat just complet­ 
ed a study of costs of weddings on 
the grand, the average, end the 
small acale. 
Their conclusion: about the only 
way to save money Ie to elope. 
The girls, students In a home 
management course taught by Mrs. 
Margaret Jane Suydam, found that 
a “small” church wedding and re­ 
ception at home will cost the 
bride’s family $188 and the bride­ 
groom’s 860. 
This includes the 
immediate families es guests, one 
attendant each for the bridal cou­ 
ple. And very few frills. 


Aud On Up 
An “average” wedding, the co­ 
eds figure, will cost the bride’s 
family $761, the bridegroom’s $188, 
for a church reception, 150 guests, 
and three attendants each. 
The “deluxe” class permits most 
of the frills. 
A reception at a 
country dub, 800 guests, five at­ 
tendants each, and a flower girl 
are included In coots to the bride’s 
family of $3,002 and the bride­ 
groom's, of $807.

Soil Bank Sign-Up 


Extended to July 27 


Farmers now have through Fri­ 
day, July 27, to sign an acreage 
reserve agreement under the Soil 
Bank, Herman Driakell, chairmen 
of the local ASC, announced today, 
A change in program regulations 
extends the final date for signing 
acreage reserve agreements from 
July IO through July 27. 
No further extension is contem­ 
plated, continued Mr. Driskell, so 
interested farmers who have not 
yet signed up should keep this new 
deadline date in mind. Personnel 
will be available at the county ASC 
office in the city hall, Harrisburg, 
to help farmers analyze their prob­ 
lem! and sign agreements. 
Other changes have extended the 
date* for disposing of certain crops 
in order to comply with the Soil 
bank. 
Farmers with underplant­ 
ed corn acreage, intending to clip 
oats in order to comply, now have 
through July 27 to complete such 
action. The date for disposition 
of corn has been extended to Aug. 
3, instead of July 31, both for Soil 
Bank and price support purposes.

If the animal can be caught, it 
should be locked up and kept under 
veterinary observation for 14 days. 
If the animal appears to be nor­ 
mal at the end of this period, there 
need be no fear of rabies. 
If the animal is killed, or lf it 


dies during the 14 day period of 
observation, the head should be 
packed in ice and shipped immed 
lately to the Carbondale Branch 
Laboratory, Oakland and Chautau­ 
qua streets, Carbondale, Bl., with 
the request that it be examined 
for rabies.

WASHINGTON (CB) — Sen. Ed­ 
ward J. Thy# (R-Minn) said today 
the indictment of Superior Oil Co. 
and two lawyers should serve as 
a warning against “misuse of the 
lobbying privilege." 
The oil company and lawyer* 
Elmer Pitman, Austin, Tex., and 
John M. Neff, Lexington, Neb., 
were indicted by a federal grand 
jury here Tuesday on charges of 
illegal lobbying in connection with 
Senate passage of the natural gas 
bill earlier this year. 
The indictment charged that the 
two attorneys offered $2,500 to Sen. 
Francis Case (R-SD) with intent 
to influence his vote on the bill. 
The indictment said Superior Oil 
President Howard B. Reek gave 
the money to Neff and Pitman 
"to be used principally in the pass­ 
age" of the bill. 
Case rejected the money, which 
he said was offered to tom aa a 
campaign contribution, and report­ 
ed the incident to the Senate dur­ 
ing debate on the gas bill. 
Case declined comment on the 
grand jury’s action. 
That committee decided that "no 
bribe nor an attempt to bribe” was 
involved. But it criticized the two 
attorneys and said Keck had to 
share whatever blame was involved 
in their actions.
